I had developed a headacho In tho 
trenches, a steady drum In my head, 
through the hopes and disappoint- 
ments, through tho noise and dead 
silences of the battlefields, through 
the tips and downs of a poor front- 
fighter. It seemed to mo that llfo 
had left my body, for, although I was 
conscious of the distance, I could not 
feel the burden of heavy machine 
guns, nor could I fool any pain when 
1 fell down, even when blood covered 
a ripped open hand. Barbed wire 
caused us no anguish. 

I was ready to depart from life, and 
tho others, old or young, felt as I did, 
and wondered what bodily strength 
meant, if there was tho soul of the 
fighter, which had to carry on. I had 
fogotten to mako plans, to visualize 
to future, to enjoy tho world which 
was so beautiful all around me. 

Thus Armistice day found us. 
There stood tho hospital In the midst 
of a forest, autumn colored, a clear 
sky, and— Armistice day. ^ Should 
not my dead feet have found 
strength again to arise, nevertheless, 
I should have shouted, should have 
thrown off tho burden. Now I was 
calm, living— without realizing IL 
There came the sound of beautiful 
chimes, and more and moro came 
pealing from high steeples to remind 
me — there wub ponce. In the court 
of the house wns a band playing 
a hymn of thanks nnd this 
moment, this noon hour of the 11th 
of November, 1918 awoke mo from 
despair and numbness, and with 
tears In my eyes, I felt again, myself, 
my body— I still was a human being 
—I was placed again In tho world, 
when a few hours ago I seemed to be 
not wanted, when living was despair, 
when the world did not want mo hap- 
py alive, but made mo seek death to 
be relieved of its horror.

"THANKSGIVING" 
By Philip T. Boh I 
The history of the modern Thanks- 
giving day In America runs back to 
the seventeenth century when the 
llrst Thanksgiving was proclaimed In 
the Plymouth Colony. It was after 
tho first dreadful winter In tho Ply- 
mouth Colony during which almost 
half of tho Company of pilgrims died. 
With tho passing of this ifreadful 
winter renewed hope had grown up 
for the coming summer. With the 
corn crop gathered, Governor Brad- 
ford decreed a day of Thanksgiving. 
Great were the preparations. Tho i 
few women In the colony spent days | 
before In boiling, baking and roast- 
ing. As guests there were more than 
four score friendly Indians, who 
brought, ns their share of tho feast, 
wild turkeys and venison from the j 
woods. The tables were set out of i 
doors, and the company sat about 
them as one big family. The llrst| 
Thanksgiving, however, was not. 
merely a feast: there were prayers! 
and sermons and songs of praise; and 
three days had gone by beforo the i 
Indians returned to their forest and ] 
the colonists to their tasks. 

From Plymouth the custom spread* 
to the other colonies, until in time 
tho governor of each Issued such a 
proclamation annually. Following 
the Revolutionary War the various 
states also adopted the custom. Not j 
until 1863, during tho presidency of, 
Abraham Lincoln has the last Thurs- , 
day of November been universally 
adopted for the Annual Thanksgiving j 
day. Since then tho President an- 
nually makes a formal announce- 
ment, and the governors of the var- 
ious states issue proclamations call- 
ing on the people to* give thanks. 
Again the time haa arrived when we 
as a nation turn aside for a day and 
offer our tribute of thanks for our 
numerous blessings received. 

It is without doubt, true that there 
never waa a time in the history of j 
the world when we had so much fori 
which to bo grateful as we do now. | 
Each passing year Increases the 
number of accumulated^ blessings. 
Each passing generation leaves some- 
thing for which the world owes a 
debt of thanks. 

One of the writers of the Psalms 
has said, "It is a good thing to give 



thanks unto the Lord." Without doubt 
Governor Bradley, who was tho first 
to proclaim a day set aside for the 
giving of thanks, received this Idea 
from the Bible, and perhaps from 
this very verBe Just quoted.

The loads would be much 
lightor and there would be more sun- 
shine in the average home If we wore 
more thoughtful In rogard to tho ap- ■ 
preclation one of another.

A canned artichoke bottom could 
be substituted for the potato if 
you want to make this canape 
still more dressy. 

An Appetizing Entree 

Mushrooms and Olives on Puff 
Paste Rounds: Drain tho con- 
tents of two 4-ounce cans of mush- 
rooms, and cook gently for three 
minutes in two tablespoons but- 
ter. Cut twenty-four stuffed olives 
in halves, add and cook two min- 
utes longer. Smooth two table- 
spoons flour with the liquor from 
tho mushrooms to which enough 
rich milk or cream has been 
added to make one and one-third 
cupB. (Evaporated milk can be 
used for this purpose.) Add to 
the mushrooms and olives, and 
cook till creamy, stirring all the 
time. Season to taste with Bait, 
add a few drops of lemon Juice 
and servo on rounds of puff 
paste. 

A Delectable Salad 

Pickle Peach Faladi Drain one 
No. 2 can of peach halves. Cream 
together one package of cream 
cheese and one package ot Roque- 
fort cheese, add two tablespoons 
India relish and two tablespoons 
chopped celery, and fill cavities 
of peaches with this mixture. Beat 
three-fourths cup cream, and add 
one-third cup mayonnaise and a 
few grains of salt Put a little of 
this cream mixture la eight indi- 
vidual ice cream molds, then put 
in a peach with the stuffed tide 



up. Fill the rest of the mold with 
the cream mixture so that the 
peach Is entirely covered. Cover 
with waxed paper and the tight 
tin cover. Pack In ice and salt 
until frozen. Turn out Into let- 
tuco nests. 



Special Sweets 

Fairy Plum Pudding: Soak one 
and one-halt tablespoons gelatin 
In three-fourths cup cold water. 
Melt two squares of sweet choco- 
late In a double boiler, add one- 
sixth cup sugar, and stir to a 
paste. Add another 'sixth cup ot 
sugar and tho gelatin, and stir 
until dissolved. Add one and one- 
half cups scalded evaporated milk 
and three tablespoons of syrup 
from stuffed oranges (you can 
get these In glass Jars at your 
grocer's), .and let the mixture 
stand until It begins to set. Then 
fold In three stiffly-beaten egg- 
whites, one cup of chopped stuffed 
orange (ahout one and a halt 
oranges) and three-eighths cup of 
chopped vacuum packed walnuts. 
Turn Into small molds wet with 
cold water and set aside to chill. 
Turn out and garnish with whip- 
ped cream and Ved and green 
cherries. 

Pumpkin Pie: Mix two cups 
canned pumpkin, one and one- 
eighth cups sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, one and one-half teaspoons 
ginger, and one teaspoon cinna- 
mon. Stir In the well-beaten 
yolks of three eggs and two cups 
milk. ..Beat tho whites of three" 
eggs stiffly and fold In: Turn into 
a pie-plate lined with pastry. Bake 
for fifteen minutes at 425*. then 
for thirty minutes or until set at 
325*. Have enough heat at first 
to set crust. Done when knlfo 
comes out clean, as for a custard 
pie. Makes one large pie.*
